* here our conference was interrupted by the 

* arrival of another body, who came, as 

* they iaid, to take charge of me, anddif- 
' miffed the others from their attendance. 

* r now expciSled to be led in triumph ta 

* thc^ 
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* the prefence of my enemy, but foon 

* karned that I was to continue for feme 

* time in my prcfent fituation. At this I 

* ventured to exprcfk fomc forprize. But 

* the looks and words of iullen gloom and 

* morofenefe which thcfe my new guards 

* aflumcd, oblrged me to furprefs all far- 
^ ther enquiries. I fubmitted patiently to 

* my fate. I was difarmed, and confined

* lowr upon me, and to thunder terror iota 

* my affrighted ears: the loud ftorm and 

* the roaring torrent broke in upon the 
^ filence of night,, and made darkt)ers ^ 
« - doubly dreadful. How did I then accufc 

* the flow and indolent advances of time, 

* that tortured me with cruel delay? 

* Oftentimes did J endeavour to compofe 
^ my troubled thoughts ; and as often did 

* the terrors -of the night awaken my dif? 

* traftions. Watchful and difordered as I

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* times, ftid Lord William, have I feen 

* death loading the fieWs of war with fright- 

* ful carnage : and never did my foul fhrink 

* at his approach : but now when he ap- 

* peared in the form of a calm and delibe* 

* rate aflaflin, I ac once loft all firmnefs. 

* The cold dew iffued from every pore ; I 

* commended myfelf to heaven ; and lay 

* entranced in difmay. A hideous interval

* cealed fugitive ! Lord William (hall con- 

* front his enemy; and take his free. 

* courfe, undaunted and uncontrouled in 

* the fair face of day 5 and fcor(i the malice 

* of this injurious Count, But hafte— . 
< and let us join our friends/ 

* I obeyed

^ I ob&ycd the joyful fufmmons ; but 

* firit fearebed for my armour, which the 
^guards, whofe power was now expired; 

* ibad taken from me. The attendants of 

* Les Roches buckled on my harnefs, and

* fordi as if rcftorcd from the grave, ac-

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* was at once rcfolv'cd for ever to abandon

* gaTIarifly oppofeci his unjuft attempt ; and

* man, who did not dare to meet him 

* bravely in the field, but laboured to de* 
^ ftroy him by the fecret praftices of ftaud

* To this, itty frifend afifi?^ifcd with a 

* generous warmth, Thaft as my foul was 

* incapable of a bafe defign, fo my* manner 

* of cdming into' the' ifland phtinty removed 
** ill ftiipicions of any attempt agairtft his 

* govefnment : that, caft as I was upon his 

* ftiore, helplefs iridf unattended by any 
^ numbers that could create the leaft fear> 

* my endeavours had folely been cjterted'to 

* elude his fearch, and to regain my native 

* country : that alT his own ofTence had 

Fa • been 
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^ been an endeavour, tho' fruidcls, to fe^ 

* vour the fccret retreat of a, noble enemy 

* to whom he owed his life and liberty : 
^ nor could he repent of his grateful efforts^ 
^ when no ranfom was to be accepted, no 

* captivity or reftraint was deemed fufEci- 
^ ently fevere, for a noble, generous, and 

* unhappy Lord 5 when the ruffian had been 

* hired to fhed his blood, and in the dead 

* hour of night dared to lift the murderous

* Sufpicion, grief and indignation nqw 
^ raifed a confufed murmur among the at- 

* tendants of Mal-leon ; the fame impref- 
^ fions, together with the ftory of intended 

* murder, quickly reached their affociates. 
^ and fpread contagioufly thro* their lines.^ 

* While the anguifli of confufion, fhame„ 

* revenge, and difappointmcnt, turned the

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« -afpe£t of Count Savoure to ghafily pale. 
^ Yet, dreading the efFcdls of this difcovery, 

* he foon endeavoured to affume a look of 
^ compolure and confcious integrity 5 ex-

* defperate refolution I ftepped forth, and

with all the zeal. of generous iod^nation- 
and al:^orrcnce. His tears confefTcd that 
pity with which he thought on the cruel

* thee with terror/ Thus faying, flic 
turned fcornfully away -, lovely even in her 
difdain; and fuddenly left her fuitor in 
wonder and confufion : who, too deeply 
affeAed by her beauty, to fubmittothi^ 

L 2 repulfe, 
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repulfe, foUicited, entreated, and at fcngtft 
rather forced, than was admitted to a fe^ 
cond interview. Earneftly did he urge his 
Jove, and with all the gentle cipquence of a 
fincere and ardent paflSoa. Juft to the dc^

Thus obftinate and inexorable, ^he coun« 
tels ever added fcorn and reproof to her 
denial; infoited the love« and ftung the 
pride of Raymond ; whofe di%race was 
ibon no fecret to his attendants* Of thfik^ 
the &t9t^ and principal in his <^oi^(^encet 
was a fuan nurtured in courts ; bi^prac-* 
tifed in the arts of Battery, a*id the ho-

but tli^ disdain and pride were no good 

[ . proofs of a moAer-s tenderftefe : that the

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the author of his fuffcriogs*— — Then call- 
ing the attendants, he cocnmanded them to 
remove young William. His mother fell 
upon her knees, ftretching out her trem* 
bling arms in expreflive (ilence : To her 
bofom the boy fled for refuge from his in- 
fant terrors; (he role, and clafped hitn-to 
her breaft, devouring the dear objeft with 
eyes of frantic fondnefs.

feverity of her fotc ; who, tho' fhe num- 
bered many and powerful friends, the* 
her fortune and condition gave her the 
cottimand of a formidable band of vaiTals, 
yet by foul treachery was cut off from all 
relief, from all poffibility of complaining, 
or petitiopiBg for deliverance, fubjefted to 
the will of infolent and cruel enemies, and 
expoCed to ail the diftrefles of captivity, 
in that very place, where fhe ^as rightful 
miftrefs : ftrai^e reward for the fervices 
of her gpeac father, and her ndblc hufband \ 
The attendant, with ardent prayers, and 
livdy effijfions of pity and tendernefs, gave 
her fome flight confolation ; but tho* fhe 
felt for her diftrefs, fhe feemed incapable 
of devifing any reaibnable means of relief.

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weie Ela's only motive for receiving the 
addreiies of Lord H^ymond with fuch fe-

fpte r^folved freely to def:Iare whai he had 
juft now heard ; and hoped that ihe n^^t 
thus be prevailed oA to abandon tl^ de* 
fign of flying, and |o return to her ca&k. 

The domeftics wer^ now feparated ;. aod 
fiknce and tranqmllity again, reflooed.:
